BY NOSE-PRINTS. 

Catile experts declare that the time 
bas come for Bossy to have her nose- 
‘rint. carefully taken. This record, 
it is maintained, is like the human 
finger-print. It does ‘not change 


& positive and ready means of identi- 


fication. 
The system was developed at. the 
University of Minnesota. There the 
officials wanted some means of posi- 
tively identifying solid colored cattle 
on offigial test, a matter that has pre- 
sented quite a problem in this work. 
A study of many prints has sliown 
that no two prints are alike; also 
that prints from different animals 
can quickly be distinguished as being 
different prints, while duplicate prints 
of the samé animal can wey be 
identified as such. 
To determine permanency of pat- 
tern, prints have been taken each 
month, beginning with calves of-var- 
ious ages. A careful inspection of 
these prints shows a steady enlarge- 
ment of the pattern, but no change 
in the design. 
For taking the nose-prints, mimeo: 
graph paper or newsprint paper gives 
the best results. In taking the print, 
the animal’s head is grasped under 
the arm, if the animal is not gentle, 
The perspiration is wiped off the nose 
with a soft cloth, and the ink is ap- 
plied with an ordinary stamping pad.

tached to a board, starting at the 
base of the upper lip. -
